We knowing that our Subjects only have 
the true Right. to that Succeffion, affure our felves, 
that being fo equitable as you are, you will readily 
ufe your good Offices to exclude thofe whole Pre- 
tention ‘is not founded on any fufficient Title. We 
leave it to your Penetration to judge of the Cala- 
mities they might one Day draw upon that State 
fhould they become Mafters of it, and we are per- 
{waded you will employ all your Cares to hinder it, 
Whereupon we affure you of the Coatinuation of 
the fame Good Will which we have always born 
towards you. We pray God &c. Written at Fon-

This Letrefof the King of France, cannot pro- 
bably have had any Influence on thefe Cantons to 
his Advantage. “Por by a Letter of the 25th of 
O&ober from Neufcharel we are told, ‘ That M. 
‘de Puifieux, Ambaffador of France, having writ- 
* ten touthe faid 4 Cantons allied with Neufchatel, 
* to Gmvite them to joyn with him in procuring the 
‘ Delay which in his Memorials he defir'd of the

in general that they may fuffer on the Part of that 
Potentate, Befides,his Majefty by becoming Prince of

able Helvetick Body, will in that Qualicy and by 
Means of this State do nothing prejudicial to the 
Engagements of the {aid Body: And moreover, 
however. things may happen, he will take all con- 
venient and neceflary Meafures to fecure this Coun- 
try intirely from all Infult.
